X would propose to include in my discussion with 
him refer snce to the consistent policy of the Director of Central 
Intelligence that the press is not utilissd in any way by intelligence ae 
agents citing the question on this point included in the interview reported 
in the U, S. Hews fc World Report of 19 March 1954. In view of that 
policy, Mr. Kearns' 1 would be advised that the Agency wished to avoid 
any actions that could result in a charge of so utilising the press, even 
though tile facts were actually otherwise.
